"The farmers are allowed to substitute deliveries of other agricultural products for 
their corn quotas. The procedure for such exchange of products and the price 
calculation is, in each category, works out to the disadvantage of _ the farmer. Mos.. 
of the farmers prefer to bay corn on the free or the black market for high prices, 
so as to m"*** their deliveries in corn, rather than go through with the complicated 
exchange procedure by which they would lose even more. 


“Today a farmer's most important occupation is no longer the actual cultivation 
his land, brt rather, good plannings To find the best combination of agricultural 
products whiqh will fetch the best prices on the various kinds of markers. 
This planning at the beginning of the season is very much like playing on the 
stock- market.
